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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Fulwood. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Fulwood  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1950.  It  contains,  as  in  past  years,  the  vital  statistics  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  and  the  additional  hgures  provided  by  the  County  Public  Health  Department 
from  which  the  Birth  Rate,  the  Death  Rate  and  the  Sectional  Mortality  Rates  can  be  estimated. 
The  major  portion  of  the  Report  is  an  account  of  the  work  of  the  Department  throughout  the  year 
and  will,  it  is  hoped,  provide  a broad  picture  of  the  whole  and  of  the  details  of  each  section. 

Last  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  indicate  some  of  the  changes  which  had  taken  place  in 
local  administration  as  a result  of  recent  legislation  and  suggestions  made  as  to  future  tendencies. 
It  is  therefore  not  necessary  to  repeat  them  in  this  report. 

Comment,  however,  was  made  upon  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  figures  and  reports 
which  it  is  now  possible  to  obtain,  and  to  deprecate  the  tendency  of  Divisions  and  Government 
Departments  to  retain  for  their  own  sole  use  those  figures  which  previously  added  interest  to 
these  reports. 

No  record  of  the  health  of  a district  can  be  complete  without  a full  knowledge,  and 
the  figures  to  support  it,  of  the  amount  of  illness  taking  place  in  that  area,  nor  can  it  be  com- 
plete if  the  necessity  of  the  removal  of  patients  to  hospital  is  unknown,  and  the  amount  of  use  of 
the  Ambulance  Service  for  this  and  other  purposes  is  not  supplied.  These  figures  bearing  upon 
these  matters  were  given  in  this  report  in  past  years  and  did  serve  to  provide  useful  information 
of  the  state  of  health  of  a district.  Pathological  reports,  previously  supplied  to  the  Authority, 
are  no  longer  sent  to  the  Department  except  in  epidemiological  cases,  and  thus  another  source  of 
information  is  lost.  The  inioiTnation  about  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  previously  so  amply  supplied 
by  the  County  Council,  was  very  meagre,  though  towards  the  end  of  the  year  this  tended  to 
improve  and  there  are  hopes  for  an  improved  supply  in  the  future. 

Fortunately  the  statistics  supplied  for  this  Report  by  the  Registrar  General  are  of  a fuller 
character  than  those  of  recent  years.  The  comparability  factors,  discarded  during  the  war  years 
and  afterwards,  have  again  been  supplied.  They  enable  the  mortality  and  birth  figures  of  the 
district  to  be  compared  with  those  of  other  districts  on  equal  terms  when  the  age  distribution  and 
other  factors  have  been  corrected  by  these  factors.  Thus  in  this  Report  the  crude  and  the  cor- 
rected figures  are  given  where  necessary. 

In  order,  however,  to  obtain  a somewhat  better  and  broader  picture  of  the  health  state  of 
the  district,  the  local  branch  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  was  approached,  and  with  their 
co-operation  and  the  keen  interest  and  assistance  of  the  Manager,  Mr.  Billings,  figures  have  been 
obtained  which  give  some  indication  of  the  measure  of  health  which  can  be  expected,  as  well  as 
the  degree  of  sickness  which  affected  the  district  in  1950.  The  Registrar-General’s  Survey  of  Sick- 
ness for  the  whole  country  in  1950  also  assisted  in  this  object,  and  with  the  large  numbers 
involved  a reasonable  degree  of  accuracy  can  be  accepted. 
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No  picture  of  the  health  of  a district  can  be  complete  without  a knowledge  of  the  weather 
conditions  of  that  year,  and  this  has  been  added  as  a fresh  feature  of  this  report.  Acknow- 
ledgement is  made  in  the  section  to  the  sources  of  this  information. 

Improvements  to  and  maintenance  of  the  Amenities  have  also  a definite  effect  upon  the 
health  of  a district — of  its  mind  as  well  as  physically — and  Mr.  Elce,  the  Acting  Surveyor  of  the 
district,  has  kindly  written  an  appended  report  upon  this  particular  aspect  of  the  Council’s  efforts. 

The  environmental  services  have  been  administered  as  in  past  years  with  particular 
emphasis  upon  the  cleanliness  of  food,  not  only  upon  its  bacterial  purity,  but  also  upon  its 
hygienic  storage  and  sale.  The  efforts  to  obtain  a milk  pure  and  suitable  particularly  for  the 
younger  generation,  were  continued,  and  with  some  slight  improvements  as  a result.  Ice 
cream  also,  a food  now  of  all  ages,  was  tested  at  frequent  intervals,  and  continued  inspections  of 
its  storage  and  methods  of  manufacture  were  made. 

The  supervision  of  the  methods  of  milk  production  at  the  farms  is,  unfortunately,  no  longer 
within  the  purview  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority.  So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  the  new  system 
has  not  yet  attained  the  level  of  excellence  provided  formerly  by  the  Local  Authorities.  Ice  cream 
supervision  continues  to  yield  improved  results.  More  care  is  being  taken  in  the  preparation  and 
storage,  and  the  number  of  samples  in  the  higher  grades  increases. 

The  question  of  food  generally  is  still  a difficult  one.  The  adoption  of  the  Bye-laws  in  this 
district  should  yield  results  in  the  better  storage  and  better  methods  of  sale  of  food  in  future  years. 
Education  of  the  staff  handling  the  food,  and  greater  attention  to  personal  hygiene  are  urgently 
needed.  The  delivery  of  meat  and  bacon  to  the  shops  still  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Finally, 
the  methods  of  the  purchase  of  food  by  the  average  customer  often  show  a singular  lack  of  know- 
ledge of  rules  of  hygiene  or  a cynical  disregard  for  them.  It  can  with  advantage  be  repeated 
“ That  the  price  of  purity  is  eternal  vigilance,”  and  that  education  in  hygiene  is  required  by  all. 

In  1950,  a year  not  marked  by  any  extremes  of  temperature  nor  severity  of  weather  con- 
ditions, there  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease.  Measles  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  caused  a greater  number  of  notifications.  Scarlet  Fever  of  the  milder  type  of  recent  times  did 
not  exceed  the  normal  annual  number  of  cases.  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria.  Poliomyelitis 
again  was  fortunately  absent,  but  as  this  is  a disease  which  is  more  likely  to  be  prevalent  in  hot 
summers,  this  was  not  unexpected  in  the  cool  summer  months  of  1950. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  the 
disease  fell,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  In  the  report  for  that  year  emphasis  was  laid 
upon  the  deterioration  in  the  quality  of  the  service  which  had  occurred  as  a result  of  the  trans- 
ference of  the  administration  to  the  new  set-up.  That  deterioration  showed  some  slight  improve- 
ment towards  the  end  of  1950,  and  gave  promise  of  eventually  reaching  its  former  excellence. 

One  of  the  most  pressing  problems  of  the  present  age  is  what  can  only  be  called  the  tragedy 
of  housing.  Fulwood  is  more  fortunate  than  most  authorities  in  the  size  of  the  problem.  Last 
year  stress  was  laid  upon  the  ageing  of  the  population  of  this  district,  and  of  the  necessity  to 
keep  this  in  view  when  discussing  housing  programmes  for  the  future.  It  is  not  necessary,  there- 
fore, to  do  more  than  to  stress  the  necessity  to  keep  these  facts  m fuU  view. 

The  possibility  that  portions  of  the  Urban  District  may  be  used  to  re-house  the  overspill 
population  from  the  neighbouring  County  Borough,  must  be  kept  in  view.  It  may  raise  problems 
which  previously  were  never  features  of  a district  almost  entirely  residential  in  character. 

The  sewering  of  the  northern  part  of  the  district  at  last  appears  within  the  region  of  practical 
politics,  and  this  necessary  measure,  so  often  advocated  in  these  Annual  Reports,  has  received 
consideration  from  the  Ministry,  and  in  the  very  near  future  may  become  one  of  the  undertakings 
of  the  Council. 
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Physical  Features  of  the  Area. 

The  Urban  District  covers  an  area  which  is  roughly  oblong  in  shape,  with  a long  axis  lying 
between  East  and  West.  The  height  of  the  district  above  the  datum  line  is  190  feet  in  the  North- 
East,  falling  to  55  feet  in  the  South-East,  with  gentle  rises  and  falls  characterising  the  whole  area. 

Within  the  district  there  are  three  streams  flowing  from  East  to  West,  Savick  Brook,  Sharoe 
Brook  and  Eaves  Brook  forming  the  Southern  Boundary  of  the  area,  separating  it  from  the  County 
Borough  of  Preston.  Geologically  the  area  is  part  of  the  Lancashire  Plain,  which  is  floored  with 
red  rocks  of  the  Triassic  age.  (These  rocks  may  be  sceir  at  the  base  of  the  Cliffs  at  Blackpool.) 
Superhcial  to  the  rocks  are  three  layers  of  Glacial  Drift:  The  Lower  Boulder  Clay,  the  Drift  Sand 
and  the  Upper  Boulder  Clay.  The  depths  of  these  three  layers  vary  throughout  the  district.  In 
the  North-Eastern  part  there  are  many  bluffs  which  are  composed  entirely  of  drift  sand  with  a 
covering  of  Upper  Boulder  Clay  varying  in  thickness.  Some  of  the  bluffs  consist  of  a 
core  of  Boulder  Clay  and  a surround  of  Drift  Sand.  All  the  bluffs  rest  on  a base  of 
Lower  Boulder  Clay  many  feet  thick.  At  the  Western  side  of  the  district  the  Upper  Boulder  Layer 
is  22  feet  in  thickness,  resting  upon  80  feet  of  sand,  with  a varying  layer  of  Lower  Boulder  Clay 
underneath.  The  Triassic  Rock  surface  is  a little  above  the  existing  sea  level,  but  presents  a 
gentle  inclined  plain  rising  to  the  Pennines,  and  the  Glacial  Drift  layers  upon  it  often  reach  170 
feet  in  thickness.  The  Pebbles  and  Boulders  found  in  the  Drift  Layers  consist  of  Yore  dale  Grits, 
Limestone,  Lake  District  Traps,  Granite,  Volcanic  Ash,  and  occasionally  Criffel  Granite.  Water- 
bearing seams  occur  at  the  surface  of  the  Lower  Bou'der  Clay  and  on  thin  beds  of  Clay  in  the 
Middle  Drift. 


Meteoiological  Characteristics  in  1950. 

The  year  1950  must  be  characterised  as  a wet  year.  It  had  a rainfall  of  45.75  inches,  or 
8.17  inches  more  than  the  average  yearly  fall  of  37.58  inches. 

The  wettest  month  in  the  year  was  August  with  7.98  inches  of  rain,  which  fell  on  20  days 
in  the  month,  and  greatest  rainfall  any  one  day  was  on  August  20th,  when  1.34  inches  fell. 

September  was  the  next  wettest  month,  when  6.78  inches  fell  on  27  days. 

March  with  1 .63  inches,  and  May  with  1 .47  inches  of  rain,  were  the  driest  months,  though 
in  the  former  the  rain  fell  on  15  days,  and  in  fhe  latter  on  11  days. 

January  with  2.42  inches  of  rain  on  15  days,  only  had  9 hours  of  sunshine,  and  the  sunniest 
month  was  June  with  198.9  hours,  followed  by  May  with  191  hours,  and  July  with  172.5  hours. 

Winds  blowing  from  the  South,  South  West,  and  West  which  usually  are  considered  to  be 
moist  winds,  were  present  on  81,  76  and  45  days  respectively,  whilst  the  dry  winds.  North,  North- 
West  and  North-East,  blew  respectively  on  14,  40  and  26  days. 

Winds  from  an  easterly  quarter  were  present  on  33  days  East,  and  35  days  South-East. 

The  calm  days,  with  absence  of  wind,  were  15  in  number,  in  October,  November  and 
December,  the  usual  months  of  fog.

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Social  Conditions  and  Ajmenities  of  the  District. 

The  district  is  a residential  one  with  Dairy  Farms  at  the  periphery,  and  a small  amount  of 
cultivation  in  these  farms.  A Steam  Laundry  employs  local  labour  and  represents  industry. 

There  are  seven  Churches  in  the  district  representing  various  denominations.  Four  of  these 
possess  Church  Flails  which  are  used  for  activities  of  religious  and  social  characters  for  the  benefit 
of  their  congregations  and  the  people  of  the  district.  Concerts,  Dances,  Dramatic  Art  and  Lec- 
tures are  held  at  these  Halls  throughout  the  year. 

There  are  two  County  Council  Libraries  in  the  district,  one  in  the  Northern  part  and  one 
in  the  Southern. 

Recreation  and  Sports  were  well  catered  for  by  a Golf  Club,  three  Tennis  Clubs,  a Bowling 
Green  (and  many  greens  at  Hotels),  a Sports  Club  and  Youth  Centre  with  sports  sections. 

In  the  two  Council  Schools  in  the  district  there  are  many  evening  activities,  and  in  one 
denominational  school  a successful  band  has  been  in  existence  for  many  years. 

In  addition,  many  organisations  of  local  inhabitants  exist  for  the  purpose  of  lectures,  debates 
and  discussions  upon  affairs  of  national  and  local  interest. 

There  are  several  Institutions  in  the  area,  some  for  the  housing  of  those  in  the  declining 
years  of  life,  and  others  for  the  rising  generations. 

There  was  no  evidence  of  unemployment  amongst  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  in  1950.

I Owing  to  the  adoption  of  a revised  classihcation  for  cancer  deaths,  it  is  not  possible  to 
give  figures  for  years  previous  to  1950  comparable  with  those  for  1950. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  figure  for  the  third  year  in  succession  was  nil,  and  the  Infantile 
Mortality  figure,  showing  a reduction  of  15  on  that  of  1949,  was  36,  that  is  slightly  above  that  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  death-rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  showed  a welcome  faU. 

These  statistics  were  those  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  and  the  County  Public  Health 
Department. 
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Population. 

The  population  of  Fulwood  in  the  census  of  1931  was  7,387.  Included  in  this  number  were 
some  2,000  residents  in  Institutions.  It  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  residents  in  1950  was 
approximately  the  same. 

For  1950  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  population  of  this  district  was  13,190,  an 
increase  of  590  on  that  of  1949.

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

There  was  only  one  death  from  the  Pulmonary  form  of  the  disease,  and  none  from  the  Non- 
Pulmonary  types. 
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Deaths  from  Malignant  Diseases. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  and  diseases  of  a similar  malignant  nature  showed  an 
increase  from  24  to  27.  As,  however,  certain  other  conditions  have  now  been  included  in  the 
deaths  from  malignant  disease,  the  figures  are  not  really  comparable. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  rate  for  Fulwood  (36)  was  somewhat  higher  than  that  for  Lancashire  or  for  England 
and  Wales,  but  showed  a considerable  reduction  upon  the  previous  year.  The  reduction  of  the 
rate  is  dependant  upon,  the  better  education  of  the  young  mothers  in  baby  management.  This  is 
being  provided  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  and  it  would  appear  that  parents  are  failing  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  facilities  offered  there,  or  are  failing  to  profit  by  them.

It  also  carried  out  the  bacteriological  tests  of  milks,  ice  cream,  water,  faecal  material,  and  bloods 
when  these  were  necessary. 
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Under  this  arrangement  the  Local  Authority  is  no  longer  responsible  for  the  cost  of  the 
examinations,  but  is  also  no  longer  supplied  with  the  results  except  when  the  specimens  are  sent  in 
by  the  Authority. 


Hospital  Service. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  all  persons  suffering  from  any  form  of  indisposi- 
tion are  treated  in  the  hospitals  without  cost  to  themselves. 

The  hospitals  under  the  control  of  Regional  Hospital  Boards  are  administered  locally  by 
the  Preston  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  hospitals  which  come  under  this  control  are: —

Mount  Street  Hospital,  Preston,  for  Medical,  Surgical  and  Maternity  cases,  is  not  under 
the  National  Health  Scheme. 

Malignant  Diseases.  A special  section  of  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  officered  by  personnel 
from  the  Christie  Cancer  Hospital,  Manchester,  was  used  by  patients  from  this  district.  X-ray, 
Radium,  Isotopes,  and  other  forms  of  treatment  were  available.  Where  necessary  patients  were 
admitted  to  the  Christie  Hospital  for  more  extensive  or  specialised  treatment. 

Ante-Natal  Services.  These  clinics  formerly  provided  at  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  and 
Sharoe  Green  Hospital  by  the  hospitals  and  the  County  Council  jointly  are  now  provided  by  the 
Hospital  Management  Committee.  No  details  are  available  of  the  numbers  of  patients  from 
this  district  who  attended  these  clinics,  but  they  are  extensively  used. 
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GENERAL  DISEASES. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  diseases  in  hospital  have  been  enumerated  above, 
but,  as  indicated  earlier  in  this  report,  difficulties  of  obtaining  accurate  information  arise  when 
attempting  to  assess  the  morbidity  rate  of  the  district. 

The  chief  officer  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance — ^Mr.  Billings — has,  however,  very 
kindly  supplied  certain  figures  indicating  the  number  of  sickness  and  accident  claims  which  were 
made  each  week  in  1950.  As  these  figures  relate  to  the  population  of  a large  area  including  and 
surrounding  Preston  County  Borough,  it  has  been  necessary  to  estimate  the  figures  relating  to 
Fulwood  on  a population  basis.  The  average  age  of  the  inhabitants  of  Fulwood  is  higher  than 
the  more  industrial  parts  of  the  area  for  which  the  figures  are  compiled,  and  as  Fulwood  contains 
a large  proportion  of  self-employed  persons,  the  number  of  insured  persons  in  the  district  is  smaller 
than  the  rest  of  the  area.  In  consequence  the  statistics  of  illness  for  Fulwood  cannot  be  regarded 
as  scientifically  accurate,  but  only  as  indicative.

Influenzas  and  Colds  formed  the  highest  number  of  illnesses,  varying  from  between  8 and  9 
percent,  in  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the  year  to  18  per  cent,  in  the  first  and  fourth  quarters. 
The  ages  16  to  64  were  more  affected  than  the  over  65,  but  the  total  days  of  incapacity  were  slightly 
less.  There  was  little  variation  in  the  sexes  except  in  the  over  65  group,  where  the  females  were 
more  affected,  and  for  longer  periods. 

Respiratory  Diseases  and  Rheumatism  together  almost  equalled  the  Influenza  and  Cold  group, 
but  the  seasonal  variation  was  not  so  marked,  and  the  sexes  were  almost  equally  affected. 

In  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Arteries  the  over  65  group  showed  markedly  greater  figures 
than  the  insured  group.  The  seasonal  variation  was  slight,  but  more  occurred  in  the  1st  and  4th 
quarters,  and  there  was  little  difference  between  the  sexes. 
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SERVICES  OF  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  IN  THE  AREA. 

Child  Welfare.  The  centre  established  in  this  district  in  1944  by  the  County  Council  met 
weekly  throughout  the  year  at  the  Parochial  Hall,  Victoria  Road.  It  was  well  attended  through- 
out the  year,  and  the  attendances  showed  a definite  increase  in  numbers: —

The  number  of  sessions  held  was  49. 

In  addition  to  the  examinations  made  and  the  supervision  at  this  centre,  the  County  Council 
Health  Visitor  paid  frequent  visits  to  the  homes  to  advise,  to  examine  and  to  make  arrangements 
for  treatment  where  this  was  found  to  be  necessary.  She  visited  665  homes  during  the  year,  and 
in  all  made  1,290  visits. 

School  Children.  Routine  medical  inspections  of  the  childrn  were  made  in  the  schools, 
as  well  as  frequent  visits  and  inspections  made  by  the  School  Nurse. 


For  the  purpose  of  following  up  the  children  for  whom  treatment  was  required,  or  where  it 
was  desirable  to  keep  them  under  observation  for  a period,  the  School  Nurse  visited  183  homes  in 
the  period  under  review,  making  783  visits  in  all. 

No  clinic  has  yet  been  provided  for  this  area,  although  it  is  required,  and  the  nearest  School 
Clinic  is  at  Longridge,  where  there  were  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  ophthalmic 
and  dental  conditions. 

The  Hospitals  were  used  extensively,  as  in  past  years,  for  the  treatment  of  School  Children 
under  the  County  Council  Scheme. 

A clinic  for  Speech  Defects  and  Therapy  has  been  established  at  Spring  Bank,  in  Preston,  by 
the  County  Council. 


Tuberculosis.  The  County  Council  still  provides  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  and  the 
buildings  for  the  Dispensaries  for  the  inspection,  examination,  and  certain  lines  of  treatment  of 
sufferers  from  this  disease.  The  Medical  Staff  is  supplied  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  This 
division  of  control  did  not  work  well  in  the  period  under  review;  but  signs  of  improvement  without 
ever  reaching  the  standards  of  excellence  of  the  former  County  Council  control  were  evident 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  hospital  and  sanatorium  accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

Ambulance  iService. 

This  is  one  of  the  services  run  by  the  Council  under  the  local  control  of  Health  Division 
No.  4.  All  classes  of  sickness  and  accident  cases  were  carried  to  and  from  hospital.  Many  were 
sitting  cases  and  were  carried  in  sitting  case  cars. 

There  is  not  an  Ambulance  Station  in  Fulwood,  but  vehicles  from  the  Penwortham  Station 
service  this  district.  Definite  figures  cannot  be  obtained  from  the  Division,  but  the  number  of 
cases  carried  would  probably  be  somewhere  between  2,000  and  3,000  in  the  year. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Midwifery  Service, 

Domiciliary  nursing,  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council,  was  delegated  to  the  Health 
Divisions.  In  this  area  the  nurses  are  District  Nurse  Midwives,  and  three  of  them  were  resident 
in  this  district  in  1950: —

The  number  of  maternity  cases  attended  by  them  was  33.  The  number  of  cases  nursed  or 
visited  by  the  nurses  is  not  available,  but  approximately  there  was  a 20%  increase  in  number 
over  the  previous  year. 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

This  service  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Division.  From  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer’s  Annual  Report  for  1950  it  is  regrettable  to  note  that  in  this  district  there  was  a fall  in 
the  number  of  children  immunised  for  the  first  time,  113  as  against  144  in  1949,  but  pleasant 
to  record  that  increased  number  of  children,  192  (87  in  1949)  received  reinforcement  doses.  A small 
increase  in  the  under  school  age  child  population  was  estimated  (972  instead  of  959),  and  a 
decrease  in  the  school  age  population  (1,818  instead  of  2,038).  In  this  district  many  children  were 
immunised  privately,  and  these  children  would  not  be  shown  in  the  returns  for  immunisation. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  continue  to  realise  the  benefit  which  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  at  an  early  age  confers  upon  the  children.  The  almost  total  abolition  of  Diphtheria  in 
the  country — that  dread  disease  of  former  years — is  the  proof  of  the  beneficent  efforts  made  to 
protect  children  in  the  past  few  years. 

Vaccination.  The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  in  his  Annual  Report  states  that  the  position 
of  the  Vaccinial  state  of  the  young  population  shows  a slight  improvement;  72  successful  primary 
vaccinations  in  young  children  in  this  district,  and  23  re-vaccinations. 

Environmental  Services. 

The  Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

It  has  already  been  mentioned  in  the  foreword  to  this  report,  that  the  Infectious  Diseases 
in  1950  did  not  present  any  problem  of  consequence.  The  number  of  notifications  was  35  less  than 
in  1949.  There  were  no  deaths. 
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The  table  below  gives  an  analysis  of  the  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  during  1950.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


In  past  reports  details  have  been  given  of  the  efforts  made  to  improve  the  quality  and  purity 
of  milk  retailed  or  produced  in  the  district.  These  efforts  were  continued  during  1950,  but  the 
inspections  at  the  farms,  formerly  such  an  important  part  of  the  work,  was  no  longer  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Local  Authority  and  had  perforce  to  be  discontinued.  The  fears  expressed  in  last 
year’s  Report  that  the  new  organisation  to  undertake  this  work  would  prove  incapable  of  the  task, 
have  been  fully  realised,  and  this  part  of  the  work — so  valuable  in  tbe  past  years — is  not  yet  fully 
covered.  Whether,  in  the  future,  the  new  organisation  will  be  sufficient  to  discharge  this  function, 
cannot  yet  be  determined. 

The  number  of  dairy  farms  in  the  district  was  49,  with  approximately  960  cows. 

There  were  9 dairymen  other  than  cowkeepers  in  the  area.  Twenty-one  of  the  producers 
retailed  milk  in  the  district,  and  there  were  seven  other  milk  retailers  with  premises  outside  the 
area  of  the  Urban  District. 

During  the  year  it  was  not  necessary  to  pay  any  visits  to  the  farms  on  account  of  Infectious 
Diseases,but  60  visits  were  made  to  collect  samples  of  milk.  64  visits  were  made  to  dairies.

One  new  dairy  was  provided,  and  one  dairy  was  provided  with  improved  washing  facilities. 

The  number  of  samples  of  Ungraded  milk,  produced  or  retailed  in  the  district,  taken  for 
submission  to  tests  for  bacteriological  purity,  was  150,  of  which  108  were  satisfactory  and  42  un- 
satisfactory. This  'was  a rather  poorer  result  than  in  the  two  previous  years.  Sedimentation  tests 
were  made  of  112  samples,  and  of  these  104  passed  the  test  and  8 failed.  131  samples  were  tested 
lor  the  presence  of  the  Tubercle  Bacillus,  5 samples  were  found  to  be  positive  and  the  rest  free. 


50  samples  of  heat-treated  milk  were  tested  for  the  efficiency  of  the  heat  treatment.  43 
of  these  were  found  to  be  sufficiently  heat  treated  and  7 were  insufficiently  treated.  The  Methy- 
lene Blue  test  on  the  same  samples  showed  41  satisfactory  and  9 unsatisfactory.

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Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

The  five  samples  of  milk  found  to  contain  the  Tubercle  Bacillus  were  reported  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  by  him  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture.  As  a result  of  the  investiga- 
tions 4 cows  were  found  to  be  diseased  and  slaughtered  under  the  above  Order. 


In  last  year’s  Report  attention  was  directed  to  the  power  given  to  the  Local  Authority  to 
order  milk  to  be  pasteurised  when  it  could  be  considered  to  carry  infection  to  man.  This  produces 
increased  safety  for  the  public,  but  difficulties  arise  when  the  milk  is  produced  in  a district  other 
than  that  in  which  it  is  retailed.  The  cost  of  Pasteurisation  is  borne  by  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authority,  but  a proportion  of  this  is  recoverable  from  the  Ministry.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


The  Bye-laws  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  were  adopted  by  the  Council  and  put  into  operation. 

Every  food  purveyor  in  the  district  was  supplied  with  a copy  of  these  Bye-laws,  and  in 
addition  a letter  of  advice  was  sent  to  each  explaining  the  necessity  for  the  observance  of  these 
regulations.  Each  purveyor  was  urged  to  adopt  better  standards  of  hygiene  in  the  handling  and 
storage  of  food. 

Mr.  Graham  attended  a meeting  of  these  retailers  at  their  request  and  addressed  them  on 
the  subject  of  the  Bye-laws. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a poster-card  was  in  course  of  preparation  in  order  that  these  retailers 
could  exhibit  in  their  shops  information  for  the  benefit  of  their  customers. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  Slaughter-house  continued  to  be  well  conducted  during  the  year.  Notice  was  given 
regularly  of  intention  to  slaughter.  All  the  animals  slaughtered  were  fully  inspected.  Organs  or 
portions  of  meat  unfit  for  human  consumption  were  surrenderee  and  condemned  w'here  necessary 
Details  of  these  will  be  found  in  Mr.  Graham’s  Report  appended.

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These  inspections  necessitated  quite  a considerable  expenditure  of  time,  but  it  must  be  con- 
sidered to  have  been  well  spent  in  the  interests  of  the  public.  The  owners  of  the  slaughter-house 
were  always  co-operative  throughout  the  year. 

Shops.  All  shops  were  inspected  under  the  Shops  Act  at  the  request  of  the  County  Coun- 
cil. Particular  attention  was  paid  to  shops  engaged  in  the  sale  of  foods. 


The  model  Bye-laws  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  were  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  a 
copy  was  issued  to  each  shop  retailing  food  and  to  each  canteen  in  the  district.  A letter  stressing 
the  relevant  points  was  sent  to  each  shop.  A poster  card  was  drawn  up  and  issued  to  each  shop 
with  a warning  that  the  admission  of  animals  to  the  shop  was  no  longer  permitted. 

Butchers’  Shops.  Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  nine  shops  in  the  district.  At  one 
shop  alterations  were  made  in  the  general  lay-out  and  improved  washing  facilities  provided  to 
ensure  a better  standard  of  hygiene  in  handling. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  was  satisfactory. 

Bakehouses.  There  were  twelve  in  the  district.  All  were  inspected  for  cleanliness  and  for 
the  facilities  necessary  to  ensure  that  a product  of  bacterial  purity  was  produced.  On  the  whole  the 
standard  was  satisfactory,  and  items  of  minor  defects  were  corrected  on  request. 

Greengiocers’  Shops  were  regularly  inspected,  and  though  in  some  cases  the  general  stan- 
dard of  cleanliness  left  something  to  be  desired,  attempts  were  made  to  improve  when  these 
deficiencies  were  mentioned. 

Hawkers’  Vehicles  were  inspected  regularly,  and  on  the  whole  they  were  satisfactory.  Most 
of  these  were  motor  vehicles,  and  the  majority  were  of  the  covered  van  variety.  The  premises  from 
which  these  vehicles  operated  were  inspected  also,  and  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  was  not 
completely  satisfactory. 

Milk  Carts  and  Vans.  Most  of  these  were  motor  propelled.  They  were  regularly  inspected 
when  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  and  at  other  times.  They  were  usually  well  kept  and  clean. 

Ice  Cream.  At  the  beginning  of  this  report,  it  was  mentioned  that  the  efforts  to  ensure 
that  the  ice  cream  offered  for  sale  in  this  district  attained  a reasonable  degree  of  bacteriological 
purity  were  continued  in  1950.  This  policy,  established  in  previous  years,  yielded  results  which 
were  generally  satisfactory  but  sometimes  disappointing.  The  problem  of  the  week-end  retailer 
who  brought  his  vehicle  into  the  district  only  on  those  days,  has  not  yet  been  solved.  The  position 
was  complicated  by  the  fact  that  if  samples  were  taken  at  the  week-end  the  laboratory  was  not 
open  to  receive  them. 

Samples  have  been  taken  regularly  from  all  the  vendors  in  the  district  who  retailed  through- 
out the  week. 

Three  further  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  making 
thirteen  in  all. 

The  results  of  the  analyses  given  below,  which  will  be  found  in  greater  detail  in  Mr.  Graham’s 
Report,  showed  results  almost  similar  to  1949,  except  that  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number 
of  Grade  IV  samples.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  more  frequent  samples  taken  from  those 
retailers  where  the  first  results  were  not  satisfactory.  Continual  sampling,  and  frequent  visits  to 
premises  to  advise,  obviously  must  be  the  policy  of  choice. 
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The  Ministry  of  Food  laid  down  a standard  of  quality  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  fat 
content,  much  higner  than  that  of  milk  which  is  supposed  to  be  a perfect  food  may  prove  difficult 
to  attain  in  certain  conditions  and  yet  retain  palatability.  Perfect  mixing  and  emulsification  will 
be  necessary  to  ensure  a good  product.

Qualitative  Examination  of  Food.  The  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority. 
Their  Sampling  Officer  took  samples  in  this  district  during  1950,  and  Dr.  Gawne,  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  has  supplied  the  following  results.

Condemriation  of  Food  Unfit  for  Human  Consumption, 

The  amount  of  food  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  was: — 1,313  lbs. 


Water  Supply. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  practice  of  giving  a report  of  the  Water  Undertaking  of  the 
Authority  has  been  followed.  The  Acting  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  prepared  the  report  which 
is  appended. 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  has  been  satisfactory,  and  in  almost  every  case  the 
samples  taken  in  this  district  showed  a residual  quantity  of  chlorine  present,  insufficient  to  cause 
complaint  of  taste  and  odour,  but  sufficient  to  prove  the  absence  of  harmful  bacteria. 
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The  chemical  qualities  of  the  water  were  excellent  and  plumbo-solvent  action  absent. 

The  Authority’s  supply  was  supplemented  by  supplies  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board  and 
by  a small  amount  irom  Preston  Corporation. 


Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal, 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  method  of  disposal  during  the  year.  The  North  side  of  the 
district  was  still  unsewcred  and  septic  tanks  were  the  methods  of  disposal  there,  the  overflow  of 
which  ran  into  the  small  streams  in  the  district.  Offensive  odours  during  the  few  dry  spells  in 
the  year  were  less  than  usual,  due  to  the  heavy  flow  of  water  in  the  continual  wet  weather. 

The  position  must  be  regarded  as  very  unsatisfactory,  and  the  provision  of  a proper  sewerage 
scheme,  advocated  in  these  reports  for  so  many  years,  one  of  some  urgency. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Rivers  Board  was  responsible  for  the  brooks  and  streams  in  the  district,  but  the  Local 
Authority  also  had  its  responsibilities.  Continual  observations  were  made  of  their  condition  and 
obstructions  cleared  or  defects  remedied  where  necessary.  The  banks  were  frequently  fouled  by 
the  overflow  from  septic  tanks. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

The  water  carriage  system  was  universal  throughout  the  district: — 

Number  of  houses  supplied  with  water — 3,632. 

Number  of  houses  on  the  water  carriage  system — 3,620. 

Number  of  fresh  water  closets — 3,868. 

Number  of  privy  middens — 4. 

Number  of  pail  closets — 9. 

There  were  no  conversions  to  water  closets  in  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing. 

There  were  no  changes  made  in  the  methods  of  public  cleansing  during  the  period  under 
review:  4,730  movable  ashbins  were  cleared  weekly.  The  one  remaining  dry  ashpit  in  the  district 
was  closed  during  the  year.  The  Department  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  was  responsible  for 
this  work,  and  also  for  the  collection  of  salvage. 

Sanitary  Inspections  in  the  District. 

The  details  of  the  inspections  carried  out  in  the  year  1950  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  which  is  appended.  In  the  same  report  will  be  found  a detailed  account  of 
general  sanitary  work  carried  out  and  of  the  improvements  made.  It  can  be  noted  that  this  work 
necessitated  2,519  visits,  and  that  all  the  defects  discovered,  304  in  number,  were  abated  without 
the  necessity  of  legal  proceedings. 


Housing. 

The  new  houses  completed  in  the  year  under  the  Authority’s  housing  scheme  were  22  in 
number,  and  a further  19  were  erected  by  private  enterprise,  largely  by  the  transfer  of  licences  from 
other  authorities.  Two  houses  were  converted  to  flats. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  4 Council  houses  and  9 private  houses  were  in  course  of  erection. 

Several  meetings  were  held  with  the  Planning  Authority  with  respect  to  the  siting  of  over- 
spill and  neighbourhood  units  in  this  district. 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  for  defects  was  149,  necessitating  700  visits.  Six  houses 
were  found  to  be  in  a state  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  place  Demoli- 
tion Orders  on  5 of  them.  In  addition  140  houses  were  found  to  have  defects.  Of  these  119 
were  rendered  fit  as  a result  of  informal  notices,  and  3 as  the  result  of  formal  notices. 

Further  details  of  the  defects  and  the  action  taken  to  remedy  them  will  be  found  in  Mr. 
Graham’s  report. 


Overcrowding. 

Eleven  cases  of  overcrowding  involving  85  persons  in  all  were  relieved  during  the  year;  43 
of  these  people  were  re-housed.  Eight  new  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
dwellings  overcrowded  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  2,  involving  4 families  and  16  persons.  Reports 
upon  all  cases  of  overcrowding  were  made  to  the  Housing  Allocation  Sub-Committee  for  considera- 
tion in  the  allocation  of  new  houses. 


School  Accommodation. 

Overcrowding  in  the  existing  schools  was  still  present,  though  the  transference  of  some 
pupils  to  two  additional  buildings  did  assist  in  relieving  this  problem. 

The  new  senior  school  was  still  uncompleted  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  building  of  further  new  schools  previously  envisaged  may  be  delayed,  but  plans  to 
enlarge  the  Infant  School  at  Kennington  Road  will  probably  be  put  into  operation. 

Factories  Act. 

There  were  27  Factories  on  the  register,  and  these  were  all  inspected  during  the  year,  and 
for  this  purpose  74  visits  of  inspection  were  made.  All  the  improvements  suggested  at  these  visits 
were  carried  out  voluntarily. 

Road  Improvements. 

During  the  year  Edenway,  Brookside  Road,  York  Avenue,  Withy  Parade,  and  Empress 
Avenue  were  made  up  and  surfaced. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

The  two  chimneys,  which  in  previous  years  caused  many  complaints,  still  emitted  smoke  of 
an  unsatisfactory  character.  Whilst  due  regard  must  be  paid  to  the  inferior  character  of  the  coal 
supplied,  poor  stoking  plays  an  important  part.  Frequent  observations  were  made  of  the  character 
of  the  smoke  emitted  and  time  tests  of  the  type  of  effluent.  Visits  were  made  to  both  works  and 
letters  of  warning  were  sent. 

Without  suitable  Bye-laws,  however,  the  difficulty  of  enforcing  a satisfactory  smoke  emis- 
sion is  much  increased.  These  are  urgently  required.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1950  I have  again  given  tabulated  figures  showing  the  number  of 
environmental  public  health  visits  to  various  types  of  premises,  the  number  of  such  premises  visited 
and  the  result  of  notices  served  or  advice  given  to  remedy  defects.  Seven  statutory  notices  and 
one  hundred  and  ten  informal  notices  were  served  during  the  year.  No  legal  action  was  necessary 
for  enforcement  of  notices,  but  in  many  cases  there  was  delay  due  to  shortage  of  men  and  material.

There  were  34  notices  outstanding  at  the  year  end  as  against  32  the  previous  year. 


The  number  of  inspections  and  premises  visited  was  about  the  same  as  in  1949,  and  the 
number  of  defects  dealt  with  was  slightly  higher  in  the  current  year. 


It  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  as  many  Shops  Act  inspections  for  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  as  in  1949,  but  food  shops  and  other  food  premises  were  fully  covered  and  are  commented 
on  in  the  food  section* of  the  report. 


The  number  of  visits  to  applicants  for  Council  houses  increased  from  27  in  1949  to  95  in 
1950,  and  entailed  additional  office  work.  At  the  end  of  the  year  all  housing  files  were  handed 
over  to  this  department  on  the  instructions  of  the  Housing  Allocation  Sub-Committee. 


During  the  year  eleven  cases  of  overcrowding  were  relieved,  the  number  of  persons  con- 
cerned in  these  cases  being  85  in  all,  of  whom  43  were  re-housed. 


There  has  been  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  for  the  purpose  of  Rodent 
Control,  but  fewer  visits  paid  to  farms.  Farms  are  no  longer  visited  for  the  purpose  of  advice  on 
milk  production,  which  is  now  the  work  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  but  visits  are  still  paid  to 
those  Farm  Dairies  from  which  milk  is  sold  in  the  district,  for  the  purpose  of  sampling.  Farm 
visits  are  also  needed  for  other  purposes,  including  Rodent  Control,  which  has  now  been  handed 
over  from  the  Ministry  to  the  Local  Authority  in  respect  of  Statutory  and  Inspectorial  duties  on 
Agricultural  properties. 


The  practical  work  of  Rodent  Control  has  been  carried  out  by  Mr.  Marsh  with  his  usual 
skill  and  efficiency.  Details  of  the  work  are  given  in  Mr.  Marsh’s  report  ,and  the  main  statistics 
required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  are  given  below: —

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Food  Supervision. 

Milk. 

With  the  passing  of  responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  milk  production  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  the  majority  of  milk  samples  have  been  taken  from  vendors  in  the  streets,  although 
samples  are  still  taken  frequently  from  farms  in  the  district  from  which  the  producer  retails  milk. 

Producer  Retailers  have  no  longer  to  be  registered  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  we  have, 
therefore,  the  anomaly  of  producers  distributing  milk  in  the  district  but  not  on  the  local  list  of 
“ Milk  Distributors.” 

There  is  a rising  demand  among  the  Fulwood  residents  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  of  which 
samples  are  being  taken  in  increasing  numbers.  Pasteurised  milk  bottled  at  the  Pasteuriser’s 
premises  is  also  gradually  taking  the  place  of  the  same  product  formerly  bottled  and  sold  by  the 
retailer  without  designation. 

As  in  previous  years,  it  should  be  emphasised  that  more  samples  are  taken  of  the  doubtful 
products  than  of  those  which  are  invariably  satisfactory.

OTHER  FOODS. 

Horse  Meat. 

There  is  one  slaughter-house  licensed  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  slaughter  of  horses  for 
human  consumption.  This  has  been  visited  daily  throughout  the  year  on  occasions  when  horses 
have  been  slaughtered;  the  carcases  of  280  horses  have  been  inspected  and  have  been  passed  as 
fit  for  human  consumption,  with  the  exception  of  66  livers,  5 heads  and  135  lbs.  of  meat. 

With  constant  supervision  conditions,  on  the  whole,  have  been  reasonably  satisfactory. 
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Pigs. 

A number  of  pigs  slaughtered  privately  and  not  for  sale  have  been  inspected  by  arrange- 
ment with  the  owners,  as  in  previous  years,  and  any  meat  found  unfit  for  human  consumption 
has  been  voluntarily  surrendered. 

Meat  Products, 

There  have  been  frequent  visits  to  premises  where  these  products  are  manufactured  in  the 
district.  Most  producers  are  aware  of  their  responsibility  and  are  endeavouring  to  maintain  a 
high  standard  in  their  premises,  personnel  and  product.  Improvements  to  premises  include  the 
building  of  one  new  making-up  room. 

Bakehouses  and  Restaurant  Kitchens. 

Most  of  the  premises  are  satisfactory  but  in  a few  cases  insufficient  space  makes  working 
conditions  difficult. 

As  a result  of  discussions  on  Food  Byelaws,  some  work  of  improvement  was  promised 
at  the  year  end.  This  applies  also  to  Confectioners  Shops  attached  to  bakehouses. 

Ice  Cream. 

One  manufacturer  and  twelve  retailers  in  the  district  are  visited  at  frequent  intervals  and 
their  products  sampled  for  bacterial  quality. 

The  produce  of  ten  different  manufacturers  has  been  sampled.  The  results  are  given  in 
four  grades.  Grades  I.  and  II.  are  considered  satisfactory.  Grades  III.  and  IV.  are  considered 
unsatisfactory. 

The  first  table  compares  results  generally  with  those  of  previous  years. 

The  second  table  shows  the  particular  results  of  the  individual  manufacturer’s  samples. 

A is  the  local  producer.  B.  and  D are  manufacturers  in  an  adjoining  district  and  the  pro- 
duct is  sold  prepacked  in  local  shops.  C and  E are  very  large  scale  manufacturers  whose  pro- 
duct is  also  sold  prepacked. 

The  remainder  are  from  surrounding  districts,  G and  H being  sold  loose  from  barrows. 

I and  J are  manufacturers  who  sold  to  a retailer  in  the  district  for  a short  period.  In  the 
case  of  the  last  one  the  product  was  surrendered  and  destroyed  after  taking  two  double  samples. 
It  is  believed  to  have  caused  illness  among  some  of  the  children  consuming  it.  A double  sample 
of  the  surrendered  product  was  again  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

In  addition  to  the  many  visits  to  houses  for  the  remedying  of  defects  by  informal  notice 
or  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  demolition  orders  have  been  served  in  respect  of  five  houses. 
Two  of  these  have  been  vacated  and  the  tenants  of  the  others  are  awaiting  rehousing. 

A considerable  am.ount  of  time  has  again  been  given  to  two  installations  causing  smoke 
nuisance,  but  with  fuel  and  stoking  methods  not  always  of  the  best,  and  some  overloading  of 
the  plants  the  prospects  of  removing  the  nuisance  entirely  are  somewhat  remote. 

Unmade  roads,  vacant  plots  of  building  land  used  as  rubbish  dumps,  and  lack  of  sewering 
to  the  Northern  part  of  the  district,  are  other  outstanding  causes  of  Public  Health  nuisance  which 
cannot  readily  be  cured. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  support  and  confidence  of 
the  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  help  and  co-operation 
given  me  by  my  colleagues.

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REPORT  OF  MR.  ELCE,  ACTING  SURVEYOR 


Improvements  to  the  Amenities  of  the  District. 


Council  Offices. 

The  offices  were  decorated  throughout  and  internal  alterations  made  to  the  office  accom- 
modation. 

Larch  House,  which  had  been  acquired  by  the  Council  for  additional  accommodation,  was 
painted,  inside  and  out,  and  was  pointed. 

New  conveniences  were  constructed  in  the  Council  yard  for  the  workmen  and  an  old  stable 
converted  to  form  a new  mess  room  for  the  men. 

Gardens. 

These  were  maintained  and  planted  with  flowers  in  spring  and  autumn.  Repairs  where 
necessary  were  made  to  allotment  fencing,  hedges  and  the  tidying  of  vacant  plots  took  place. 

Rest  shelters  and  public  conveniences  were  maintained  and  painted. 

In  spite  of  the  inclement  weather  the  rest  gardens  were  well  patronised  by  the  public. 

Public  Lighting. 

The  maintenance  of  the  gas  lighting  system  throughout  the  district  was  carried  out  with 
fortnightly  cleaning  and  winding  of  clocks,  and  night  inspections  were  made  on  three  nights 
per  week.  The  general  maintenance  works  included  the  following: — 

No.  of  Mantles  replaced — 2,139. 

No.  of  Controllers  changed — 245. 

No.  of  Glasses  replaced — 1,689. 

No.  of  lamps  receiving  attention — 1,820. 

The  Garstang  Road  Sodium  Lighting  Scheme  came  into  operation  completely  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  and  after  early  teething  troubles  settled  down  into  an  extremely  efficient  system. 
The  necessary  maintenance  to  a scheme  of  this  type  was  increased  by  the  frequency  of  electricity 
“ cuts  ” which  involves  the  re- setting  of  time  switches  on  each  occasion  a “ cut  ” takes  place.  The 
Lighting  Department  was  hard  pressed  at  times  to  cope  with  this  draw  on  its  labour  force,  but  never- 
theless it  was  only  on  rare  occasions  that  the  lamps  failed  to  function  at  the  proper  times.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a similar  scheme  of  lighting  was  in  progress  along  that  length 
of  Watling  Street  Road  between  Garstang  Road  and  the  Barracks,  and  along  Deepdale  Road. 

The  benefits  of  this  improved  lighting  to  Group  A Standards  on  these  two  important  traffic 
routes  both  to  vehicular  traffic  and  pedestrians  is  now  quite  obvious. 

A smaller  scheme  of  lighting  by  electricity  was  completed  in  the  Sharoe  Green  Lane-Sharoe 
Mount  Avenue  area,  and  additional  gas  lamps  were  installed  in  some  of  the  “ black  ” spots  in  the 
district,  one  in  particular  being  that  on  the  approach  to  Cadley  Causeway  Railway  Bridge.

Private  Street  Works. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  private  street  works  were  proceeding  in  Edenway  and  Brook- 
side  Road,  and  tnese  were  completed  in  June.  During  August  works  were  started  in  York  Avenue, 
Withy  Parade  and  Empress  Avenue,  and  these  were  completed  in  December. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  Queens  Road,  Lytham  Road,  Greystock  Avenue,  Grey- 
stock  Place  and  Northlands,  private  streets  which  had  been  completed  during  the  previous  year, 
were  adopted  by  the  Council. 

'Works  to  a total  value  of  £8,100  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Highways. 

The  strengthening  and  re-surfacing  of  Plungington  Road  carriageway  was  carried  out  during 
the  early  months  of  the  year.  The  traffic  signal  cables  at  the  Garstang  Road-Watling  Street  Road 
junction,  which  were  formerly  partially  overhead  and  underground,  were  completely  laid  under- 
ground in  galvanised  iron  ducts.  With  the  old  system  of  wiring,  difficulties  had  been  experienced 
during  wet  weather  owing  to  “ shorting  ” of  the  electricity  supply.  The  new  system  is  designed  to 
be  completely  waterproof.  The  removal  of  the  overhead  spotlight  on  the  coming  into  operation  of 
the  Garstang  Road  Sodium  Lighting  Scheme  and  the  removal  of  the  four  steel  cable  supporting 
columns  improved  the  amenity  of  this  junction  considerably. 

The  summer  tar-spraying  programme  was  delayed  and  curtailed  owing  to  bad  weather  con- 
ditions. Of  the  total  of  53,(M)()  sq.  yds.  proposed  to  be  carried  out  on  both  carriageways  and  foot- 
ways to  Classified  and  District  Roads  only  33,000  sq.  yds.  were  completed. 

Normal  maintenance  works  such  as  scavenging,  gully  emptying,  mowing  of  verges,  and 
carriageway  and  footway  patching,  were  carried  out,  in  addition  to  three  footway  improvements. 
The  first  improvement  was  the  surfacing  with  tar  macadam  of  the  cinder  footpath  in  Longsands 
Lane  between  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  entrance  to  the  Fulwood  Golf  Club.  The  second  was 
on  the  Class  III.  Road,  Lighfoot  Lane,  and  the  work  involved  the  removal  of  the  hedge  on  the 
south  side  of  the  road  for  a distance  of  420  yards,  excavation  to  verges  and  provision  of  a 6-feet- 
wide  tar  macadam  surfaced  footway.  The  third  improvement  was  on  the  north  side  of  Sharoe 
Green  Lane  between  the  existing  footway  and  Brooklands  Drive,  and  work  on  this  scheme  is 
proceeding. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Traffic  Signs  and  Street  Name  Plates  were  painted,  and  seven 
Fulwood  “ Place  ” Name  Signs  erected  on  the  main  incoming  roads  into  the  district.  An  important 
re-naming  and  re-numbering  scheme  was  carried  out  in  Sharoe  Green  Lane.  In  addition  Brook 
Street  was  re-numbered. 

As  a precautionary  measure  against  possible  danger  to  children  the  Council’s  sandpit  in 
Fulwood  Hall  Lane  was  fenced  on  two  sides  with  a 6 feet  high  barbed  wire  fence. 

The  restoration  of  the  carriageway  in  Watling  Street  Road  between  the  Barracks  and  Gamull 
Lane,  made  necessary  because  of  the  laying  of  a 36  ins.  diam.  water  main  by  the  Preston  Cor- 
poration Water  Department,  proceeded  in  sections  throughout  the  year. 

Sewerage. 

In  the  main,  the  main  sewerage  system  worked  effectively  throughout  the  year,  but  proof 
that  the  system  is  inadequate  to  deal  with  excessive  storms  was  demonstrated  by  flooding  of  roads 
and  premises  on  a few  occasions  in  various  parts  of  the  district.

In  the  case  of  street  flooding  the  floods  quickly  subsided  when  the  storm  abated. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  a storm  water  overflow  to  alleviate  flooding  in  the  area  of 
Watling  Street  Road  and  Garrison  Road.  The  overflow  will  discharge  into  the  Eaves  Brook. 

Two  brick  manholes  were  constructed  along  that  length  of  sewer  in  Victoria  Road  between 
Albert  Road  and  Pickup’s  Passage.  This  sewer  is  extremely  flat  and  subject  to  considerable  silt- 
ing. Cleaning  can  now  be  effectively  carried  out  when  required. 

The  wing  wall  to  the  main  sewer  pipe  bridge  over  Savick  Brook  near  Lytham  Road  was  in 
danger  of  collapse  from  scour.  To  remove  the  danger  the  wing  wall  was  extended  twelve  feet. 

The  Sharoe  Brook  and  Boundary  Brook,  into  which  the  effluent  from  a large  number  of  septic 
tanks  discharges,  were  cleaned  and  debris  removed.  The  banks  of  the  brooks  were  sprinkled  with 
chloride  of  lime. 

In  June  a new  Assistant  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the  preparation  of  a sewerage  scheme 
for  the  Broughton  part  of  Fulwood,  and  much  preparatory  work  in  connection  with  this  scheme  was 
carried  out  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 


Sewage  Works. 


These  works  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.

These  works  were  inspected  by  Mr.  Roberts,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  as  a result  of  a 
complaint  which  had  been  made  regarding  smells  emanating  from  the  works,  and  Mr.  Roberts 
expressed  his  opinion  that  the  works  were  well  maintained,  clean  and  tidy. 

The  cultivation  of  mangolds  on  part  of  the  sludge  drying  area  was  continued  as  in  past 
years,  and  a crop  of  25|  tons  was  obtained,  which  was  sold  at  £2  10s.  Od.  per  ton. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Salvage. 

Refuse  collection  proceeded  efficiently  throughout  the  year,  and  a weekly  collection  afforded 
throughout  the  district.  Controlled  tipping  at  the  Fulwood  Row  tip  was  discontinued  during  the 
year  when  the  tip  was  filled  and  soiled  over.  Controlled  tipping  continued  at  a tip  off  Longsands 
Lane.

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An  indication  of  the  value  of  this  salvage  work  is  shown  by  the  increase  in  prices  for  the 
materials  which  took  place  during  the  year.  Mixed  waste  paper  rose  from  £5  to  £7  per  ton,  and 
newspapers  trom  £8  to  £13  lOs.  Od.  Rags  rose  from  18s.  hd.  to  28s.  Od.  per  cwt.,  and  Kitchen 
Waste  irom  52s.  6d.  to  55s.  Od.  per  ton. 

During  the  year  the  horse-drawn  kitchen  waste  waggon  was  sold,  a change  having  been  made 
the  previous  year  to  motor  vehicle  collection. 

For  part  of  the  year  a vehicle  on  loan  from  the  manufacturers  was  used  to  assist  in  refuse 
collection,  and  in  November  a new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  wagon  was  obtained.  This  was  an 
identical  model  to  the  vehicle  obtained  the  previous  year.  A mature  of  these  two  vehicles  is  that 
the  loaders  can  be  transported  in  the  cab  of  the  vehicle. 

Housing.  . 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  12  houses  were  under  construction  by  private  enterprise,  and  12 
by  the  Council,  and  during  the  year  a further  20  houses  by  private  enterprise  and  16  by  the 
Council  were  started. 

During  the  year  19  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise  and  22  by  the  Council. 

The  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  were  situated  on  various  sites  throughout  the  district, 
and  those  by  the  Council  at  Watling  Street  Road  housing  site. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  within  this  district  was  largely  due  to  the 
transfer  of  16  licences  from  the  County  Borough  of  Preston. 

Site  works,  including  sewers,  roadway,  and  septic  tank,  were  commenced  on  the  site  at 
Fulwood  Row  for  four  agricultural  type  houses.  After  considerable  delay  regarding  the  contract 
for  the  erection  of  the  houses  this  was  finally  settled  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  before  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  an  early  start  on  the  houses  was  anticipated  for  the  coming  year. 

A negotiated  price  with  the  Contractors  engaged  upon  house  building  at  the  Watling  Street 
Road  site  for  a further  12  houses  at  that  site  had  been  agreed  with  the  Ministry,  and  four  of  the 
houses,  comprising  a block,  had  been  started. 

Maintenance  works,  minor  in  character,  were  carried  out  to  the  Council  houses,  and  the 
exteriors  of  twelve  houses  in  Edenway  were  painted. 


FULWOOD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Water  Supply,  1950. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  distribution  area  during  the  year  amounted  to 
358,512,000  gallons,  which  is  equivalent  to  a daily  average  of  983,000  gallons. 

Fourteen  samples  for  bacteriological  analysis  were  taken  by  the  Council’s  Consultant  Analyst, 
Mr.  S.  E.  Melling,  M.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  from  the  Reservoirs  after  treatment  and  from  various  points 
in  the  area  of  supply.  The  results  were  as  follows: — 
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B.  Coli  absent  in  100  c.c.s — 14  samples. 

In  addition  the  Analyst  has  taken  a series  of  samples  of  the  untreated  water  from  the  Barns- 
fold  Intakes  and  from  the  supply  as  taken  from  the  Saddle  Fell  area,  and  has  submitted  detailed 
reports  on  the  analyses.  From  these  reports  the  following  is  a typical  summary: — A soft  watei 
possessing  an  acid  reaction,  derived  from  a peaty  source,  but  of  a very  high  degree  of  organic 
purity.  Bacteriologically,  it  is  not  quite  free  from  suspicion  and  would,  at  its  worst,  be  regarded 
as  of  “ border  line  quality.” 


The  inlet  waters,  from  Beacon  Fell  and  from  Saddle  Fell,  to  Barnsfold  Reservoirs,  are  sub- 
jected to  continuous  Chloramine  treatment  with  the  aim  of  providing  a residual  of  0.6  p.p.m.  to 
the  waters  on  entry  to  the  reservoirs.  At  the  outlet  side  the  water  is  further  subjected  to  Chlora- 
mine treatment  to  ensure  a chlorine  residuum  throughout  the  area  of  supply.  A daily  check  is  kept 
on  the  residual  of  the  water  after  final  treatment  and  points  in  the  area  are  checked  weekly  for 
chlorine,  pH  and  Hazen  value  by  the  Water  Department. 


The  rainfall  for  the  year  recorded  at  Barnsfold  Reservoirs  amounted  to  57.32  inches,  whilst 
at  Haighton  there  was  49.84  inches.  The  Barnsfold  figure  is  the  highest  recorded  since  1905  when 
records  were  commenced.  The  driest  month  was  May  with  1.15  inches,  and  the  wettest  August 
with  9.51  inches.  The  heaviest  daily  rainfall  occurred  on  20th  August,  when  1.60  inches  fell. 


The  minimum  quantity  in  storage  amounted  to  40.3  million  gallons  on  17th  June,  as  against 
37.5  million  gallons  in  1949. 

The  maximum  daily  consumption  recorded  at  Barnsfold  occurred  on  the  22nd  December, 
and  amounted  to  1,201,000  gallons.  The  average  daily  consumption  over  the  year  amounting  to 
983,000  gallons  showed  an  increase  of  1.55%  over  the  1949  figure,  and  2.93%  over  1948,  and  is 
the  highest  yet  attained. 

Under  the  heading  of  general  maintenance  the  following  summary  gives  some  idea  of  the 
work  undertaken: —

No.  of  stop  cocks  cleaned — 16. 

No.  of  sieves  cleaned — 288. 

No.  of  mains  fittings  (valves,  hydrants,  etc.)  repaired — 126.

No.  of  new  service  connections  made  to  the  mains — 61. 

No.  of  fittings  re-washered — 1,131. 

No.  of  burst  mains  repaired — 17. 

Mains  extensions  were  carried  out  to  feed  a small  farming  community  at  Pudding  Pie  Nook 
and  to  meet  housing  requirements  on  the  Council’s  Watling  Street  Road  Site  and  in  Black  Bull 
Lane.  In  addition  short  lengths  were  laid  to  circuit  Kennington  Road  and  Brooklands  Avenue. 
The  length  laid  amounted  to  1,222  yards  of  3-Tnch  Asbestos  Cement  Pipes,  60  yards  of  3-inch  and 
60  yards  of  4-inch  Spun  Iron. 
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Three  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-three  premises  and  eight  institutions  within  the 
Urban  District  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains.  During  the  year  61  new  supplies  were 
provided  for  all  purposes.

Opinion. 

In  all-round  quality  the  present  findings  are  in  very  close  agreement  with  those  of  November, 

1949. 

As  to  its  physical  characteristics,  the  supply  remains  pretty  consistent  throughout  the  years. 

Variation,  within  relatively  narrow  limits,  in  salinity  and  hardness  and  in  organic  state 
(with  particular  reference  to  the  yield  of  albuminoid  nitrogen  and  oxygen  absorptive  capacity)  is 
governed  (a)  by  climatic  extremes  and  (b)  by  the  proportion  of  inflow  from  the  Saddle  Fell/ 
Burnslack  watershed  compared  with  that  derived  from  the  Beacon  Fell  gathering  ground. 
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As  regards  its  action  upon  new  lead,  aggression  varies.  There  is  no  trace  of  this  metallic 
contaminant  in  the  present  sample,  nor  indeed  is  it  present,  beyond  at  most  a negligible  trace,  in 
various  parts  of  the  distribution  area,  as  determined  in  many  special  samples  taken  for  this  purpose 
throughout  the  years.  What  happens  is,  of  course,  that  a protective  him  readily  forms  in  the  lead 
pipe  system,  and  only  in  the  event  of  brand  new  lead  installations  is  it  necessary  to  adopt,  for 
the  time  being,  free  flushing,  after  the  water  has  been  retained  in  the  circuit  overnight  or  after  a long 
interval  of  stagnation  throughout  the  day. 

The  Fulwood  supply  docs  not — and  in  view  of  the  nature  of  the  water,  coupled  with  the 
absence  of  flocculation  and  filtration,  naturally  cannot — achieve  the  level  of  high  organic  puriy 
associated  with  water  distributed  to  the  larger  communities  from  upland  non-pervious  sources. 
None  the  less,  pre-chloramination  followed  by  a prolonged  storage  and  a final  post-chloramination 
at  the  reservoir  outlet  provides  a wholesome  quality  as  determined  by  systematic  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  supply  throughout  the  distribution  system,  and  one  has  no  hesitation  in  certify- 
ing its  potable  fitness  for  the  consumer. 

Bacteriological  Examination,. 

The  sample  for  bacteriological  examination  was  drawn  from  the  above  source  at  the  same  time 
and  marked  246  (b). 

The  coliform  organism  was  absent  in  5 volumes  each  of  1 and  10  ml.,  and  in  1 volume  of 

50  ml.

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RODENT  REPORT,  1950. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

During  the  year  1950  the  number  of  properties  in  which  infestation  was  notified  numbered 
84,  infestation  by  rats  70,  and  by  mice  14.  A survey  of  premises  was  made  and  79  treatments  were 
done,  65  lor  rat  infestation  and  12  for  mice.  The  Council’s  Sewage  Works  at  Cottam  was  success- 
fully treated,  also  two  Children's  Homes. 

Test-baiting  and  Maintenance  treatment  of  the  Council’s  Sewers  were  done,  and  results 
showed  only  a slight  infestation.  An  estimated  kill  of  16  rats  was  recorded.  The  Council’s  refuse 
tip  at  Fulwood  Row  was  treated  periodically  and  cleared  of  infestation.  The  total  estimated  kill 
by  poison  was  292  rats  and  10  mice.  Killed  by  traps  were  54  rats  and  52  mice.  Bodies  found  after 
poison  treatment — 126  rats  and  10  mice. 

Poisons  used  were  Arsenic,  Zinc  Phosphide  and  Red  Squill.  One  infestation  of  “ Rattus- 
Rattus,”  or  Ship  Rat,  was  discovered  and  successfully  cleared.  This  was  the  first  known  infesta- 
tion by  this  species  of  rat  in  the  Urban  District  of  Fulwood.  Co-operation  by  householders  was 
good,  and  advice  given  by  the  Rodent  Officer  (Mr.  Graham)  re  proofing  premises  after  treatment 
was  generally  acted  upon.
